Public Works. 



Tbe queation of doing public work, Bnob, 
for instance, B8 roads and bridges, by con- 
tract, inEteid of day labor performed under 
a Government ovemer, is one wbiob is likely 
to demand a good deal of attention at the 
ncxtaemion of the Provincial Legislature. 
The Bobjcct did oooupj the attention of the 
Legislature daring its latt session; and it is 
quite likely that Borne practical results would 
bare been attained bad it not been for the 
fact that the member who brought it np wa e 
Tery nofortnnate in too manner of preientiog 
tbe caa3. Like tho Ballot, it fell a sjcrifloe 
to bad generalship. Tbe question did elicit 
an expression of opinion on tbe putt of the 
flonie, however; and that opinion was so 
Tery piononDCedin favor of adopting tho con- 
tract system wherever practicable, that the 
Exeoutivo would naturally be expeoted to 
cooform «s far as possible to the views ex- 
peeieed by tbe Legislature, although no for- 
mal resolution in tnat behall wbs adopted. 
And the Exeootive may expect to be pretty 
closely cateobiaed nexteessionanobowfartbe 
tbe views of tbe Uoubj have icSueoced tbe 
administration of tbe Works Department io 
this reaped. We are qoito conscious of the 
great pressure upon that deportment ibis 
season: aud we are a'sa aware that tbe lat- 
neas of the period at which the most ol toe 
public works were commenced rendered it 
diffioult.if not impcs3ible,in Borne instances, 
to give out work by oontract whioh migU 
otbtrwise have been exposed to wholesome 
compet tion with great advantaged iho pub- 
io interest. But we are led too foar thot.alter 
making liberal allowance- lor these consider- 
ations, the Executive will, upon enquiry, be 
found to have ttill inclined to much to tbe 
open labor ayaiem in opposition to that of 
contract. It is, perhaps, natural that the 
inclination should be io that directiou. 
Pow«r is sweet, and patronage seductive; 
and where a Government can expendaeveral 
hundred thousand dollars without beiog 
hampered by contracts, the temptation is 
doubtless very great. But neither tbe gen- 
eral nor the local intereaia ere likely to be 
nerved by indulgence in oDyeocb luxury. It 
is in tbe interest of the general public rbet 
all work should be put op to a proper com- 
petition; for trut is at once a guarantee 
Bgaiust corruption and extravagance. It is 
in tbe interest of localities that an opportun- 
ity ibould be afforded lor taking contracs lor 
oonstruciing roads andbiidges. Some limec, 
we know, ii is scarcely practicable to bave 
repairs done by contract; but we are freo to 
maintain that, as a general, almoetuniverial, 
rale public woiks can bedoDe bett-'r, cheaper, 
and honttttr by coDttaot than by day labor. 
It is toe Uire.t to all; and we sincerely trn.t 
it may be found, on iovestigstion, that tbe 
admiuistritionhaa notbeen quite as averse 10 
tbis wholesome principle as rumor would 
lead us lo believe.

I havo no objection 
to those who you, Mr Editor, class as some 
of our most enterprising and wealthy citizens; 
they will never ruin us.
